REDISTRICTING THE CITY. 

The Judiciary Committee of the Council 
will recommend to-morrow night the ap- 
pointment of a Special Committee to con- 
sider the redistricting of the city by. wards. 
It has been Wisely suggested that this matter 
be deferred until after the meeting of the 
Legislature. The number of wards in Chi- 


‘cago is now limited by law to eighteen, and 


any present effort at redistricting must be 
made upon that basis. It is proposed, how- 
ever, to petition the Legislature to authorize 
a larger number of wards for Chicago,—at 
least twenty-four or twenty-five.. There is 
reason to believe that such a movement will 
encounter no serious opposition, as the enor- 
mous growth of this city warrants the pro- 
posed increase. In that case it will bea 
waste of time to redistriet the city now, and 
then do it all over again in a few months. 
There are some excellent reasons why a 
city as large as Chicago should contain more 
than eighteen wards. It is already certain 
that Cook County will gain three Senators in 
the new State apportionment and one more 


member of Congress in the new Congression- . 


al apportionment. It will be an extremely 
difficult task to divide up the ten Senatorial 
districts fairly without ignoring ward boun- 
daries if there shall be only eighteen wards. 
To disregard ward boundaries and provide 
that a portion of the inhabitants of any one 
ward shall vote in one Congressional or Sen- 
atorial district and the remainder of the cit- 
izens in the same ward in another district 
will create great confusion at elections and 
possibly facilitate fraud. It is better, on this 
account, that the wards should be made sftffi- 
ciently numerpus to have the State polit- 
ical subdivisions correspond with those 
of the city. If the various interests 
of the city required eighteen wards 
when there were 300,000 or 350,000 
people, then it is obvious that there should 
be more wards for half a million people. 
There is also a well-grounded impression 
that there is a'greater public safety in a Coun- 
cil made up of forty-eight or fifty members 
than in.a body of only thirty-six Aldermen. 
It will be more difficult in the former case to 
secure the requisit majority for private jobs 
or measures of doubtful expediency. All 
these reasons for an increase in the number 
of wards will probably induce the Legisla- 
ture to take early action upon the proposi- 
tion. a 

The Legislature meets with the beginning 
of the new year. It will likely agree at once 
to an increase. in the number of Chicago 
wards, and in that case there will be ample 
time to redistrict the city for the spring elec- 
tion, and likewise conform to the exigencies 
of the new State apportionment. The task 
will thus be simplified, and the result will 
give greater satisfaction than can any at- 
tempt at redistricting which couid be made 
now.

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THE NEW OPERA-HOUSE PROJECT. 
The movement to supply Chieago with 
new Opera-House, which has been broached 
80 many times since the fire, has at last taken 
practical shape by the formal incorporation 
of a company for. that purpose, in which Mr. 
J. I. MeVicker, Mr. S. P. Farrington, Mr. 
John C. Cochrane, and Mr. D. W. Kimbark 
appear as among the original projectors. 
At the annual meeting of the Academy of 
Design, which was held a few evenings since, 
the subject was discussed in an informal 
way and several valuabie suggestions were 
made, while the enthusiastic manner in 
which the project was received indicates that 
it is in the hands of men who are determined 

to push it through. 

Many substantial reasons can be adduced 
why such an enterprise should commend it- 
self to the community. Opera pure and sim- 
ple is unquestionably an exotic luxury, and 
it could be presented, as it has been during 
the past ten years, at the various theutres, 
with due attention to all its requirements 
and with comfort to audiences; but this 
scheme covers a wider area. In the first 
place, it is to be combined with businéss, for

The success of the Cen- 
tral Music-Hali, not only as a musical but 
asa business Investment, is an illustration 
of what the success of the Opera-House 
will be if it is erected on sound busigess 
principles. ‘ 
As to the details of the construction, that 
a matter for future consideration, and 
they should not be hastily adopted. It is 
only necessary now to urge that money 
should not be recklesly squandered upon 
the exterior, Outward display is not so 
essential as inward convenience, per- 
fect safety, and the best possible ven- 
tilation and acoustic effects, so far 


as the auditorium is concerned. Mr. 


McVieker, in the discussion of the sub- 
ject at the meeting referred to, threw out 
an excellent suggestion, to the effect that the 
only successful side of art was the one on 
which the dollar laid, and that the capital 
should not be entirely exhausted in con- 
structing the house, but that there should be 
an equal amount held as a reserve fund for 
emergencies, and for encouraging the study 
of muste and att.

THE EPISCOPAL, 
The recent of the Protestant Epis- 


copal Convention was held in New York | 
during the most éxciting period of the po 
ical campaign, and did not therefore at 

that general attention which its importance 
merited. There were severak subjects dis- 
cussed, however, which ought not to be lost 
sight of, and one of these was polygamy,— 
the most disgraceful blot left upon our Na- 
tional escutcheon since the extinction of 
slavery. The resolution, which was passed, 
while temperate in its tone, was dignified 
and firm, and onght to commend itself to the 
attention of the country, not only becau 
polygamy is an evil in itself, but because 
continues to be practiced in defiance of the 
act.of Congress forbidding it, under very se- 
rious penalties, and of the decision of the 
Supreme Court affirming the constitutionality 
of the law. The resolution provided that 
while there are peculiar difficulties in the exe- 
cution of this law, owing to religious fanati- 
cism, doubtless oftentimes sincere, by which 
the institution of polygamy is upheld, and 
especially to the fact ‘that the interests of 
many innocent persons are unhappily in- 
volved, it is still the duty of every Christian 
and citizen of this land to use his influence 
in aid of the United States Government in 
bringing about as speedily as possible a 
merciful but firm enforcement of the law in 
regard to polygamy or bigamy in the terri- 
tory of the United States.“ 

The Episcopal Convention has done a 
timely service in recalling the attention of 
the people of this country to this great evil, 
and to the defiance of the National statutes 
offered’ with impunity by the Mormons, be- 
eue there has deen no time in the his- 
tory of the Mormon Church when 
it has made more desperate efforts as 
a propaganda, both in this country 
and abroad. The Mormon agents are 
quietly bat busily at work in the Territories 
of this country, in Great Britain, and in 
many of the States of Northern Europe, and 
are making many converts among the igno- 
rant and superstitious, to whom the Mormon 
doctrines seem to appeal with a strong fasci- 
nation. W. P. Letchworth, a New Youk 
gentleman who has been investigating Eur 
ropean systems of charity, in the course of 
his mission several times encountered the 
Mormon agents, who were very successful 
in securing recruits. He writes that he met 
them in various places, and that while he 
was in Copenhagen, in August last, he saw 


300 converts embark on a steamer for Hall, 


en route to this country, nearly all of them 
from Sweden. They appeared to be respecta- 
bie but very simple and superstitious peo- 
ple, and they were huddled together on 
the steamer very much as coolies 
are. He also observed the same 
thing in some parts of Great Britain, and in 
no part of Europe was there any opposition 
to the migration, except in Germany, 
where thé anthorities had peremptorily or- 
dered the Mormon agents to leave the coun- 
try. He writes: “On the 2d of August, a 
Mormon agent, who was carrying on his work 
in Prussia, telegraphed from Kiel to the 
American Consul at Hamburg that he had 


been ordered to leave the country forthwith, 


and asked protection as an American ci . 
The matter having been referred to Minister 
Wnite at Berlin, it was by his direction in- 
vestigated, but he wisely decided not to in- 
torfere.“

THOSE SPECIAL POLICEMEN. 

The Common Couneil meets to-morrow 
evening for the first time since the election. 
The conduct on election-day of the city of- 
ficers, who are responsible to the Counell. 
will naturally come up for. discussion. The 
unprecedented and extraordinary partisan at- 
titude taken by Mayor Harrison has excited so 
much public comment that the Council can 
scarcely pass the matter over in silence, It 
will be pertinent, at the least, to inquire into 
the authority assumed by the Mayor for the 
appointment of a vast horde of “special 
policemen.” Tuer TRIBUNE has searched 
the statutes and ordinances in vain for a 
clause that gives the semblance of authority 
for the exercise of such a power by the 
Mayor. Perhaps the Mayor’s legal advisers 
may be more fortunate in asimilar search, or 
ingenious enough to give the law a meaning 
which it does not convey to the mind of an 
ordinary person. In that case, it will be in 
order for the Council to inquire into the 
character of the men who were appointed to 
act as special policemen, into the propriety 
of the instructions which Mr. Harrison gave 


them, and into their conduct on election-day, . 


for which the Mayor made himself responsi- 
ble by his selections and his instructions. 

If the Mayor has not under existing laws 
the right to appoint special policemen by the 
hundreds, then it is plainly the duty of the 
Council to pass a resolution of censure upon 
that act of usurpation, even if the matter be 
carried no further. If it be found that any 
ingenious construction of the charter and 
ogdinances warranted the Mayor to appoint 
an unlimited number Of special policemen 
without the consent of the Council, then it 
will be ser to inqulre whether this power 
was exe with fairness and discretion; 
if not, it Will be the duty of the Council to 
provide against similar misuse of authority 
in the future, by the passage of an ordinance 
explicitly reserving to the Council in all cases 
the control of the police affairs, which the 
charter clearly gives that body. 

There is another point in the case. If 
Carter Harrison’s special policemen were ap- 
pointed without authority, then they ought 
not to be paid one dollar out of the City 
Treasury, but Harrison should pay them out 
of his own pocket. If theg were, as a rule, 
men of questionable character, and as- 
sumed to do things outside the 
function of the police, then not one dollar 


should be voted to them. If these appoint- 


ments were made and accepted in the ab. 
sence of an appropriation covering their pay, 
then no part of the city money now on hand 
should be diverted to their compensation. It 
was political service that was expected from 
these special policemen, and no other was 
rendered; consequently Mr. Harrison should 
see that they are paid out of the party-funds 
he was managing, and not out of the city 
funds he was neglecting, during the cam- 
paign. If neither the Democratic party nor 
Mr. Harrison, as its campaign manager, will 
pay these Democratic party strikers, then 
they certainly have no claim upon the money 
which the taxpayers have contributed for 
municipal purposes, and the people wifl ex- 
pect the Council to see that no part of the 
public money be used to recompense them 
for their party services. 


THE IRISH LAND TROUBLES. 

That there should be trouble in Ireland is 
by no means anew story. There has been 
no time within the memory of several gen- 
erations when there was not a piteous appeal 
on the one side,—a rough, if not cruel response 
on the other; a strong pros ocation given to 
‘* outrage,” and a severe and bloody punish- 
ment of the outrage thus invited. 

The partial famine in Ireland and three 
successive short crops in England brought 
prominently before the English people the 
question of Irish land tenures, and obtained 
for the question a discussion not often grant- 
edin Engiand to any matter of Irish politics. 
Hitherto the Irish complaint touching the 
rent of their lands has been treated with 
contempt in England; but the English ten- 
ant, as well as the English landlord, has had 
his own season of distress, and has there- 
fore been compelled to understand the Irish 
case. The New York Nation, a paper by no 
means overfriendly to the Irish, thus clearly 
states the present situation: 

It seems to have been at last made olvar 
that the fact that the English. landiord 
makes all the improvements on a farm 
before letting it, and keeps the fences and 
buildings in repair, while the Irish landlord 
does nothing but furnish the land, congtitutes a 
very marked difference between the land sys- 
tems of the two countries. It has atso been es- 
tablished by all but conclusive evidence that it 
is custoniary, or at all events very common, for 
Irish landlords to raise their rents on agcount of 
improvements made by the tenant, ina manner 
which amounts to confiscation of the tenant's 
property; also that in all those districts and on 
those estates in which the tenant’s property in 
his improvements is nized as a salable 
interest, under the name “tenant right” or 
good-will, the utmost content and good feeling 
between landiord and tenant prevail, and there 
is new no disturbance. 

The Land League in Ireland has assumed 
the character of a tenants-union, in which 
those who lease lands unite and resolve to 
stand by each other to compel a modification 
of the land system. These men propose to 
pay no longer any excessive rates of rent; 
in case a tenant is evicted, without being 
paid for the improvements placed on the 
land, no other tenant shall hire that land, 
which must thereupon remain unoccupled 
and profitiess to the owner. The tenant 
evicted under such circumstances must be 
taken care of by the public, but the landlord 
loses the revenue from thg¢land. Independ- 
ent of all questions connected with the own- 
ership of the soll, the grievances touching 
the estates of tenants may be thus summed 


up: 
‘The denial to five-sixths of the tenants of 
compensation to them for any improvements 
in the way of buildings, drainage, or 
any other form of betterments placed by them 
on the land; the enforcement of arbitrary 
rules by landlords which prescribe to tenants 
how they shall live, how many persons shall 


reside on the land, how their families shall 


be divided; the regulations of a social char- 
acter enforced as conditions of the lease 
which reduce the tenants to the condition of 
serfs. 

A nobleman—« large proprietor of Irish 
lands in Wexford County—has recently pub- 
lished the system which has been in force on 
his estates for sixty years. This system 
recognizes the independence of the tenant 
so long as he pays hisrent. He finds ample 
compensation for the surrender of the ordi- 
naly landlord despotism in the peace, con- 
tent, and general prosperity among the 

An ejectment for 
non-payment of rent seldom occurs, but even 


Irish lands always encourage this belief, and 
thus military force to subdue the Ir 

unvarying remedy of the landlords and the 
most popular’ policy in the ‘opinion of the

agitators. Just now the agitation by the Land 


League, considering that more than, four 
millions of people are agitating for the privi- 
lege of earning bread, has been followed by a 
few outrages; and of course by the indictment 
and arrest of several of the agitator§ on the 


charge of sedition. These arrests have had 


the effect af intensifying the popular feeling, 
and it is possible that the acts of violence by 


individuals may become more general. 


Every man who shoots at a landlord’s agent 
or bailiff does more to defeat legislative re- 


lief of existing evils than all the legal argu-. 


ments of the landed aristocracy. The civili- 
zation of the age protests against the inhu- 
manity of these Irish land laws. Publi¢ opin- 
ion in England has at last been aroused to a 
sense of their injpstice, and it is impossible 
to continue such laws much longer. The 


agitation for their repeal, and for the 


right of tenants to become owners by 
purchase of the land they cultivate, will 
commend itself to the world; but violence 
towards individuals is the most potent means 
of rendering that agitation obnoxious, Mur- 
der and assasination are no longer commend- 
able or successful means of securing polit- 
ical reform. 

Among the demands of the Land League is 
the adoption of some legal mode of fixing the 
‘rental value of lands. The Government fixes 
for purposes of taxation the rental value of 
all the lands of Ireland; but the rents exacted 
by the landlords range from 50 t@150 per cent 
greater than that placed upon the land by the 
Government appraisers. The Irish tenants 
are willing to pay rents fixed by some legal 
standard of valuation, and to have such a 
standard established is one of the ends sought 
by the Land League. The policy of the agi- 
tation is all right, but the danger is that it 


will be defeated by the fanaticism of the hot- 


heads, who think a blow is always a part of 


every discussion.

AFRICAN EXPLORATIONS. 

The New York Herald, which is so con- 
spicuously devoted to the work.of African 
exploration, in a recent issue devotes several 
columns to arésuméof what is now being done 
in opening up the Dark Continent to civiliza- 
tion. So little is heard from the interior of 
that faraway and mysterious country that 
some of its statements will be received with 
very general interest. It will also occasion 
not a little surprise that the interior of 
Africa is fairly swarming with explorers, not- 
withstanding the hostility of the natives, the 
severity of the climate, and the fatal diseases 
that are so likely to attack Europeans. The 
area of exploration lies. principally between 
the Central African lakes. In this section 
the British expedition sent out by the Royal 
Geographical Society under the leadership 
of Joseph Thompson is at work. He has 
thoroughly traversed the west side of Lake 
Tanganyika, with which Stanley has 
made us 80 familiar, i 
and dé@finitiy located and 
Lukuga, the lake’s outlet; also Lake Hikwa, 
a large body of water sixty miles long and 
twenty wide, and a very river called 
the Mkafa, which emptiés ihto it. The Bel- 
‘gian Government has three expeditions at 
work in the same region, the first and second 
being on the east shore of Lake Tanganyika. 
The third, however, has come to a sudden 
stop through the hostility of the natives,—its 
leaders, Cadenhead and Carter, having been 
cruelly murdered by @ native chief called’ 
Urambo, who is noted as the great robber 
chief of Central Africa, and the scourge of 
the Arabs. The expedition sent out by the 
African Society in Berlin, under the leader- 
ship of Capt. Von Schiller, has just started 
from Zanzibar for the interior, and is ac- 
companied by an eminent astronomer and 
naturalist. They left July 17, and will fix 
their station at the southern end of Lake 
Tanganyika. A second expedition is on the 
way to the west coast. A third is under 
the charge of Dr. Lenz, who is en route 
from Morocco to Timbuctoo. A fourth 
traveler, Dr. Max Buchner, sent out by the 
same Society, at last accounts had nearly 
reached the mysterious Sankorra Lake, 
which so many explorers have sought. The 
Society is also preparing to send out the 
famous traveler Gerhard Rohlfs upon his 
ninth expedition into Africa. This time he 
will again try to reach the River Congo from 
the north, in which he failed last year. Italy 
is not behind the rest of Europein African 
explorations but confines herself mainly to 
Northeastern Africa and the countries im- 
mediately south of Abyssinia. It has one 
large expedition in Central Africa under 
Lieut. -Massari, of the navy. They left 
Cairo in February last, and when last heard 
from were at the capital of Darfour. At 
Naples a new society has just been estab- 
lished to send out an expedition to Eastern 
Central Africa. A Russian expedition under 
Dr. Junker has penetrated the White Nile 
region, A Greek expedition er Dr. 
Potugos has also explored an extensive 
tract of country west of the Upper Nile 
The French are mainly at work in the Sahara

WRECKED.

Boston, Mass., Nov. -The steamer Rhode 
Island, of the Providence Line to New York, 
went ashore near Point Judith early this 
morning and is a total wreck. She left New 
York at the usual hour yesterday afternoon 
in a very heavy fog, and proceeded slowly 
and with great cautha with continued 
signals and frequent stops. The fog con- 
tinued thick in the Sound, and at about 4 
o’clock this morning the steamer struck. 
There was considerable alarm and confusion 
on board. The chandeliers crashed down, 
and for the moment there was total darkness 
und danger of fre. Capt. Mott 
and the officers behaved with great 
coolness, cautioning the ‘passengers and as- 
suring them of safety, and in a short time 
the alarm subsided. No one knew exactly 
where he was in the dende fog and darkness. 
The passengers all put on life-preservers, 
assisted by the Captain and officers, and then, 
amid the surging of the waves and the grad- 
ual opening of seams and crashing of timbers, 
waited for daylight, when a line was 
stretched to the shore, and every man, 
woman, and child on board was safely 
landed a little after 7 o’elock. The 
Captain sent to farm-houses for 
teams, and all were taken to 
Narragansett, from which place many of the 
passengers went over to New York, and 
others were carried to Wiekfield, where they 
took the train for Providence, None of the 
passengers were injured, but one of the crew 
had his foot crushed, and Mr. Gilfoy, the 
head Steward, was seriously hit in the fore- 
head by the glass from a falling chandelier.

HYDE PARK. 

The question of the removal of the Union 
Stock-Yards track on Forty-first street, being 
brought up in the meeting of the Board of 
Trustees Friday night, President Hobart pre- 
sented the following: 

Gentlemen of the Board of Trustees: Several 
months ago, in compliance with the repeatedly- 
expressed wish of large numbers of our constit- 
to commence legal pro- 
ceedings to test the right of the Union Stock- 
Yards & Transit Company to occupy ce 
streets of the village with its railway tracks. 

Our Attorney accordingly commenced suit, and 
the case is now about to come up for trial. I 
‘conceive that whatever may be the personai. 
feeliugs or interests of any member of this 
Board it is our auty as representing the people 
of Hyde Park to require the most vigorous and 

prosecuting of this long-vexed question 


speedy 
to its final issue, 


Noone will deny that the existence of the 
tracks of the Union Stock-Yards. & Transit 
Company in their present location across the 
entire breadth of our village is a serious damage 
to contiguous property. These tracks extend 
from the lake shore near Forty-third street to 
our western boundary, a distance of nearly one 
and one-half miles, crossing tifteen thorough- 
fares, including the two great boulevards and 
all the principai avenues leading from the 
City of Chicago. These thurougbfares are as 
follows: Lake, Ellis avenues, Forty-first street, 
Drexel boulevard, Cottage Grove avenue, 
Fortieth street, Langley avenue, Vincennes ay- 
enue, Grand boulevard, Calumet, Prairie, In- 
diana, Michigan, and Wabash avenues and State 
street. Besides these, we claim that they occu- 
py wholly one or more regularly dedicated 
streets. e street front ubove occupied by 
these tracks amounts, it is estimated, to about 


. 2,000 feet, which, if they were removed, would be 


worth not far from $150,000, to say nothing of 
the large amount of land now taken off from 
the rear of other lots. 


trucks cannot be accurately computed, but is 
probably not less than $200,000 more, making a 
total of at least $360,000 as the value 
of the right of way and, adjacent dam- 
ages for this short piece of switching-track. 


land occupied by the road is owned by the 
Stock- Company, it is evident that the 
Company would at once receive,in the libera- 
tion of this land for other uses, at least a partial 
compensation for removing its tracks. e in- 
juries caused by the existence of these tracks 
are not by any means confined to the damage to 
immediately adjacent lands. Every person who 
drives to and from the city over our beautiful 
boulevards and avenues, and is personuliy af- 
fected by the passing of the numerous trains 
across them, and many residents within a con- 
siderable distance of tracks, whether prop- 
erty-owners or not, are more or less distu 

by the grinding of wheels around the sharp cor- 
ners, by the odor of the stock-cars, and by the 
frequent biocking up of thoruughfares by the 
trains. 

Still if this railway were part of a t thor- 
oughfare over which the public were daily trans- 
ported, and the removal of which would bea 
publie inconvenience, there would be leas dispo- 
sition to object to it. But it is simply a con- 
venience, and not a necessity,to any of the 
parties using it. Indeed, a much shorter route 
to the Stock- Yards for incoming trains could be 
had by giving up this road and build for in- 
stance, parallel to the Pittsburg, Fort Wayne & 
Chicago tracks from Grand Crossing as far as 
the Stock- Yards. 

Wbatever the legal rights of the owners of this 
road may be, there is.a question of moral right 
which, it seems to me, they ought not to ignore. 
Is it rigbt for a man or a corporation to serious- 
ly and needlesly injure a community merely for 
his or its convenience? I havea legal right to 
build a barn on the front of my lot right under 
my neighber's window: but have I any moral 
right to so Wantonly damage him? I may even 
have built my barn before any residences were 
built near, but gfter the street had become 
thickly populated, and when the people beseech 
me to move back my barn, offering to pay ail 
the expense of the change, I must admit the 
justice of the demand. 

The people do not ask the Union Stock-Yard 
& Transit Company to move without compen- 
sation; they would gladly, if necessary, provide 
a large bonus to induce the change, and it is yet 
to be hoped that thatock-Yard Company will 
look fairly at the fact, that their tracks as now 
located are a serious and an entirely unnec- 
essary calamity to the fairest portion of our 
village, across its entire breadth, and will con- 
sent to negotiate for their removal. Meantime, 
however, our duty as Trustees is plainly to obey 
the demands of our people, and use every legal 
means to cause the removal of the tracks from 
the public streets, which they now appear 
illegally to occupy. 

It is from no feel of hostility to the Union 
Stock- Yards &ffransit Company, whose opera- 
tione are of so much importapce to the com- 
munity. and from no iack of appreciation of the 
immense value to the village of the illinois 

Central and other railways which find these 
tracks a convenience, that we take this action. 
We would prefer rather to appeal to the public 
spirit and sense of justice of these great cor- 
porations, and to urge them to consider how 
great is the injury which the existence of these 
tracks inflict ccmpared with the advantage 
which they give. But, as thus far we have ro- 
ceived no encouragement of voluntary action, it 
seems necessary to stand upon our legai rights, 
Therefore, and as the case will soon require ad- 
ditional counsel on account of the magnitude

AMERICAN NERVOUSNESS. 


Lecture Before the Philosophical So- 


clety by Pr. Beard, of New Kork. 

A very well-attended meeting of the Philo- 
sophical Society was held yesterday evening in 
the club-room of the Palmer House, which was 
filled with an audience of ladies and gentiemen 
who had gathered to hear a lecture by Dr. 
George W. Beard, the well-known expert on 
insanity, of New Fork Oity, upon American 
Nervousness.” The meeting was presided over 
by Prof. Rodney Welsh. 

The iecturer, in his opening, assumed the 
position that the peculiar nervousness of the 
American people was not only more 
marked than that of any otber nation, 
but was distinct from them in its 
characteristics. He did not believe that 
modern nervousness was a hereditary taint 
handed down from the great-grandfathers, who 
were so given to the use of stimulants and to- 
baceo, These men were not made nervous by 
what they smoke and drank, because they did 
not have the nervous condition originally which 
is so common in the present day. For the pro- 
duction of the alegholism of to-day, not only the 
overindulgence in stimulants was necessary, but 
also the nervous sensitiveness was necessary. 

The lecturer drew the attention of his audi- 
ence to a tree of nervous diseases which he had 
drawn upon a blackboard. as springing from the 
foundation of nervous sensitiveness. They were 
nervous @iathesis, sick-headache, hay-fever, 
nervous diseases, neurasthenuia, and insanity. 

Though it was not generally considered so, 
hay-fever was a nervous disease, and though it 


was known in some parts of Parope, it was 
much more common in America n else- 
cases of this 


An army of 50,00) hay-fever patients arise 

the United States annually, giving ample 

of the extfemely nervous nature of its 
people.

tion. They lived easier lives, too, as a rule, than 
the fore among whose middie and lower 
classes la keeps down the standard of beauty. 
One cause of the almost untversal homeliness 
of the women who were the subjects of Euro- 
pean works of art wag tbat the artists had prob- 
ably never seen a really handsome woman.

JEWISH CENSUS. 
THE DIFFICULTIES OF OBTAINING IT. 
0 Jewish Advance. 

Jewish statistics cannot be correctly given 
either in countries where the Israelites fol- 
low the old paths of belief and superstition, 
or in such as allow full freedom of con$cience 
to the Jew. Judaism as a religion knows no 
centralization whatsoever. We have no cen- 
tral corporations to consult about our spirit- 
ual welfare and to prescribe religious exer- 
cises for us all, and we have consequently no 
organization whose interests require to num- 
ber its adherents and devotees. The rabbi is 
not a consecrated head, whose duty it is to 
watch over the piety of his flock; he is 
merely an expert in religious learning to 
whom those who are in doubt about such 
matters refer for instruction and advice. 


Every Jew is his own priest, and is alone re- 


sponsible to his Creator for his deeds, and he 
may spend a long lifetime as a pious 
Jew without ever referring to a rabbi 
for advice and consultation. Indeed, 
according to Talmudical principles 
noone should ever dare to pronounce an 
opinion about the piety of another, as the ex- 
ecution of one righteous deed may sometimes 
atone fora great many sinus. Again super- 
stition has made it a sin, even a danger, to 
count the Jews, The promise was given to 
Abraham that his children should be as 
countiess as the stars. David brought pes- 
tilence on his people by counting them. T 
rabbins have greatly enlarged upon these 
Biblical parratives the tear of bemg 
counted took deep root in the hearts of the 
“chosen people.“ Thus in the Oriental 
countries and in the semi-civilized European 
lands, such asthe Danubian Principatiiies, 
and European Turkish provinces, were rab- 
binical superstitions still ho:d sway, the Jews 
cannot be brought to submit to a correct cen- 
sus. In Russia the case is the same, and 
although the Government tries to ascertain 
the exact number of its Jewish sub- 
jects, its efforts resuit only in a vague 
approximation, Beside superstition, there 
are other reasons why the Israelites of the 
latter country avoid giving their precise 
numbers,—the special taxa sand drafts 
into the army, for instance. And in enlight- 
ened countries, such as France, America, 
and since the last few decades also Austria- 
Hungary, Germany, Italy, where super- 
stition is not prevailing and special taxations 
and exorbitance are not to be feared, there 
are large numbers of sincere and enlightened 
Israelites who will avoia giving their re- 
ligious confession to the census-clerk; their 
property, their persons as citizens, enjoy the 
protection and privileges of the State, and 
they will gladly give their services to sustain 
it; but their religious convictions are a mat- 
ter between God and theniselves, and they 
deem it a violation of their most sacred sen- 
timents if person or State endeavors to pry 
into these matters. All efforts, therefore, to 
ascertain the exact number of Israelites in 
the worid must prove abortive.

There are often mitigating circumstances, 
such as sickness, death.lack of employment, 
etc., and we should not rashly pronouace on all 
subjects of poverty indiscriminate judgment.

According to our Lord's state- 
ment, the poor we will have with us always, and 
it remains with us to win the promised bencdic- 
tion: Blessed is he that considercth the poor.

In our mission am the unfortunate we try 
to investigate carefully each case brought to 
our notice, and no encouragement is given to 
the idle, the profligate, or the vicious.

Let us suppose Christ to appear as in 
the days of His ministry, and to enter one of 
our churches from which all but the well-to- 
do are thus excluded. He would denounce 
the practice in terms that would cause the 
1 of the wrong to tremble.

The New York Times, in discussing this 
subject recently, urged in behalf of renting 
pews the propriety and necessity that people 
make “ pecuniary response forchurch priv- 
ileges. In a manner this position is undoubt- 
edly correct. It is improbable, however, 
that that journal intended to be understood 
—though that inference can hardly be 
avoided—that religious. advantages should 
be held ata money value in the market the 
same as scientific instruction, or amusements, 
to be enjoyed or not according to choice or 
pecuniary ability. When our houses of wor- 
ship are made free then if money is needed 
and not forthcoming, the consideration of 
matters pecuniary will be in order. But the 
only Seriptural rule, when applied, which is 
for each one benefited to pay as “God hath 
prospered him,“ will undoubtedly afford an 
ample fund for all church expenses. But in 
any case this is a point which is hardly per- 
tinent to a discussion of the main question, 
which is one of right and wrong. 

It is common to urge in view of non- 
attendance that churches be made plainer, so 
as to attract, or at least not to repel, the 
masses. Now, it matters not how costly or 
beautiful a house of i in may be, neither 
how plain, the only point of consequence is, 
that they shall be open to all, that whosoever 
will may come.and “take of the water of life 
freely.” J. M. EL

The Rt.-Rev. Thomas A. Jaggar, Bishop of 
the Protestant Episcopal Diocese of Southern 
Ohio, returned last week from attending the 
General Convention, which had been in sés- 
sion in New York for a month.

worship, It has about 3,200 ministers and a 
membership numbering 325,000, Its dioceses 
are forty-eight in number, and its missions 
thirteen.

An Ecumenical Conference of the Method- 
ist Episcopal Church and its branches will 


meet in London in September, 1881. This 


Conference has been talked of in the Charches 
of the denomination for several years, but no 
decided action was taken until last May, 
when at the General Conference of the 


Episcopal Church, in Cincinnati, |

a plan was drawn up and agreed to by the 


representatives of the Methodist Episcopal 


Church and the different branches in the 
United States. The denomination numbers 
over 4,000,000 of actual communicants and a 
Methodist population of about _ 15,000,000, 
There are numerous branches in Europe and 
this country, and they will ail be represented 
in the Conference. The members of the Con- 
ference will number 400, one-half of whom 
will represent British and Continental Meth- 
odism, and ‘one-half the churenes in the 
United States and Canada. 

As nearly as possible the Conference will 
be composed of lay and clerical delegates 
equally. The 200 delegates from the United 
States will be assigned to the Churches as 


follows: The Methodist Episcopal Church, 


80 delegates; Methodist Episcopal Churen 


South, 38; African Methodist Episcopal 


Church, 12; Methodist Kpiscopal Zion 
Church, 10; the Colored Methodist Epi 

pal Church of America, 6; the Evangelica 
Association, 6; the Union American Method- 
ist Episcopal Church, 2; the Union Amer- 
ican Protestant Church, 2; the Methodist 
Protestant Church, 6; the American Wesley- 
an Church, 4; the Free Methodist Church, 2; 


the Independent Methodist Church, 2; the 
Con — Methodist Church, 2; the 
Methodist Church of Canada, 12; the Method- 
ist Episcopal Church of Canada, 4; the 
Primitive Methodist Church in the United 
States and Canada, 2; the Bible Christian, 
2; the British Methodist Episcopal Church, 
2 The remaining six members are left to be 
distributed by the Western section of the 
General Executive Committee. The assigu- 
ment of delegates to the European and Con- 
tinental Churches have not yet been made. 


The delegates will be named by the Confer- 
ences as they meet between this time and 
next July. 

The Conference will not meet for legisla- 
tive purposes, for it will have no authority 
to legislate. It is not for doctrinal contro- 
versies, for Methodism has no doctrinal dif- 
ferences. It is not for an attempt to har- 
monie the various politics and usa of the 
several branches of the one great Methodist 
fainily, for Methodism has always striven for 
unity rather than uniformity. itis not, ina 
word. for consolidation, but for codperation. ’ 
It is to devise such means for prosecuting 
our home and foreign work as will result 
in the greatest econumy and efficiency, to 
promote fraternity, to increase the mo and 
evangelical power of a common Motes, 
and to secure the more speedy conversion o 
the world. It has been suggested that the 
yroper topics to consider are those respecting 
Popery, aganism, Pauperism, Skepticism, 
[ntemperance, and Kindred Vices, the Rela- 
tion of Methodism to Education, the Means 
of Evangelization, such as an Itinerant 
Ministry, Training School fur Christian 
Workers, both at home and abroa Sun- 
day-schools, and Special Efforts for Special 
Classes.

MTSCELLANEOUS.

A Letter from Edmund Kirke. 
New Tonk, Nov. 3.— To the Editor of 
the New York Tribune: Ag your corre- 
spondent, W. F. G. S., in a communication 
in the Tribune of last Sunday has fallen into 
some errors in regard to the suggested candi- 
dacy of Gen. Resecrans for the Presidency, I 
trust you will allow me to make this cor- 
rection.

Rosecrans was 
then on the high wave of popularity, and he 
seemed to be the right man for the emergency, 
and Mr. Greeley closed the interview by ask- 
ing me to visit him with a view to ascertain- 
ing if he was, as he expressed it, sound on

After conferring with several prominent 
Republicans, I decided to go. Gen. Rose- 
crans received me with a genial, whole- 
souled cordiality that won me irresistibly 
and, supposin: tiwas there in pursuit of 
literary material, he invited me to be present 
at confidential conferences with his officers, 
and in every way tried to further what he 
supposed to be ovject of my visit. More 
than this, he opened himself to me fully: 
confided to me his inmost thoughts 
and feelings, and the natural result 
followed. Before many weeks 1 realized that 
I was playing the spy upon a man who was 
giv me his unreserved and unsuspecting 
confidence. The thought oppressed me, and 
1 decided to make a clean breast of it to Gen. 


warm admiration and friendship. He heard 
me with seme surprise, but said gy 
It will never do, my dear fellow. S- 
crans is now in the right place. Suech a ~~ 
gestion even would ruin his usefulness in 
the army, and itis here that he is needed. 
Moreover, the movement would not succeed. 
Mr. Lincoln is too firmly seated in the con- 
fidence of the people. And I believe he is 
the right man, specially raised up to save 
this Nation.” He grew very warm upon the 
subject, and for half an hour plied me with 
arguments in support of his opinion. 

At last I said to him: “But what shall I 
do? Lean't stay here receiving Rosecrans’ 
hospitality. I feel like a man stealing a 
sheep. And he won't let me go.” 

Then tell him,“ said Garfield, what you 
are here for, and 1’11 guarantee he'll say to 
you precisely what I’ve said. If he does not, 
your mind will be at ease; there will be no 
misunderstanding.” 

I tollowed Garfield’s advice, and late that 
night opened the whole subject to Rosecrans, 
ouly withhulding the names of the gentlemen 


who had — 4 my mission. He laughed 
heartily, then said, pro‘nptly, precisely 
what Garfield had p ted he would say. 


He could not listen tothe proposal. His 
place was in the army. The country had 
educated him for the position he was in, and 
it was entitled to his services there until the 
War was over. He was not without a manly 
ambition, but Mr. Lincoln was the right man, 
and it would not be true patriotism to take 
any steps whatever for his removal. He 
closed by requesting me to say to those whom 
I represented he peremptorily and ab- 
solutely declined to have his name used in 
connection with the fone eg This 1 did, 
and I can positively say that it was his own 
declination in May, 1863, and not his defeat 
in September, 1863, that prevented the carry- 
ing out of the project for his nomination. 
make this statement in justice to a aoble 
man anda pure patriot, who, whatever his 
recent political course, is entitled to the 
esteem and gratitude of every true Republic- 
an in the country.
